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Ordeal 
Ends, Skyjackers 
Escape With

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
CAP) — Two masked gunmen 
who crisscrossed 15,000 miles of 
Latin America in a record air­ 
line hijacking finally managed 
to escape today, but they got 
only $50,000 for their trouble. 
Their escape became known 
after the exhausted pilot, Capt. 
Hugo Molina, landed the air­ 
liner in Buenos Aires. 
Molina said the hijackers had 
made off with the money in Re­ 
sistencia, an Argentine cty 500 
miles north of here. They es­ 
caped into the sparsely settled 
Chaco region in a pickup truck, 
he told newsmen. 
“The hijackers ordered me to 
fly to Resistencia and threat­ 
ened. to kill the stewardesses if

Police sur­

The gunmen hijacked the Co­ 
lombian airliner on a domestic 
flight Wednesday and in the 
next two days forced two sets 
of pilots to fly to Panama and 
Aruba, then on to Ecuador, 
Peru, Argentina, Paraguay an(l 
back to Argentina. 
Molina, a Colombian, volun­ 
teered to board the plane in 
Aruba to relieve Capt. Jorge 
Lucena, the original pilot. 
The hijackers’ first demand 
was the release of 146 Colom­ 
bian prison inmates. But the 
Colombian government said no. 
The next demand was $160,000. 
After 
flying 
about 
Central 
America and the Caribbean for 
a day, they finally received 
$50.000 in Aruba from a repre­ 
sentative of SAM, the a^bne 
which owns the plane.

were 
86 
passengers 
and erew aboard when the gun­ 
men seized the aircraft. But the 
two hijackers let a few leave 
the plane at each stop, and oth­ 
ers escaped.

Tanker Drifts 
After Explosion 
And Fire 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. 
(AP)— 
The 521-foot Panamanian tank­ 
er Lagos Erie, racked by an 
explosion amidships, drifted in 
flames early today off the Vir­ 
ginia coast after being aban­ 
doned by her crew. 
The Coast Guard cutters Con­ 
ifer 
and 
Cherokee were ex­ 
pected to arrive at the scene 
some 60 miles off Cape Henry 
early today, but a Coast Guard 
spokesman 
said 
reports 
in­ 
dicated the Lagos Erie was in 
imminent danger of sinking. 
Five crewmen were airlifted 
by Coast Guard helicopter from 
the stricken vessel Friday night 
and were taken to hospitals in 
Portsmouth and Norfolk. Four 
received 
injuries 
in the 
ex­ 
plosion and the fifth suffered 
burns. 
The remaining 25 crewmen 
abandoned ship shortly before 
midnight. 
They 
were 
taken 
aboard the 700 foot tanker Alex­ 
a n d ra 
Conway, 
which 
an­ 
swered the Lagos Erie’s initial 
distress call. 
The Lagos Erie radioed the 
Coast Guard about 8 p.m. F ri­ 
day that there had been an ex­ 
plosion in her No. 4 hold.

Harvey Firestone Dies At 75; 


Head Of Company Since 1946 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Har 
vey S. Firestone Jr., philanth- 
lopist, industrialist and son of 
the founder of the Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Co., is dead at 
75. 
Firestone, the eldest of five 
died at his Akron home on Fri­ 
day. A company spokesman at­ 
tributed death to cancer. 
Firestone was decorated by 
six governments, including his 
own. 
Confined 
to 
a 
wheelchair 
since a 1965 fall, Firestone had 
been active in the family busi­ 
ness for 50 years prior to his 
retirem.cnt as a. company board 
member in 1969. 
He became a director of the 
company in 1919 while a senior 
at Princeton University and be­ 
came actively involved in its 
operation when he graduated. 
By the time he became presi­ 
dent 
in 
1941, 
Firestone 
had 
opened plants .in England, Ar­ 
gentina, Switzerland and South 
Africa 
Firestone 
was 
president of 
Firestone 
Foundation 
since 
1948, a year after it was found­ 
ed as a non-profit organization. 
The foundation aids religious, 
charitable, scientific and educa­ 
tional projects and institutions, 
it has assets in excess of $30 
million. 
He was chief executive offi­ 
cer of the rubber company for 
1.7 years, beginning in 1.946... It 
was a period in which sales 
doubled to $1.3 bilion. He relin­ 
quished the company’s presi­ 
dency in 1963, on his* 65th birth­ 
day. 
Firestone's father, the com­ 
pany founder, died in 1938 Only 
two of his five sons now sur­ 
vive. They are Leonard Fire­ 
stone of Los Angeles and Ray­ 
mond Firestone, board chair­ 
man and chief executive offi­ 
cer. Their only sister, Eliza­ 
beth, died 
in 1941.

Russell and Roger died in 1951 
and 1970, respectively.

This would permit toe space­ 
men to make up for some of 
the experiments lost in this ear­ 
ly phase of the flight. 
‘It’s certainly worth looking 
at,” Petrone said. He added 
much would depend on what 
doctors on toe ground think of 
the astronauts’ physical condi­ 
tion late in the journey. They 
would consult with Kerwin, 'who 
Is the first physician to fly in 
space. 
Petrone said the space walk 
panel repair job has received 
greater emphasis since it was 
discovered some of the station 
batteries were degraded by so­ 
lar heat during the 10 days the 
lab was unmanned after it was 
launched. 
The astronauts were to have 
been launched the next day, but 
were delayed while a makeshift 
sun shade was developed for 
them to erect over an exposed 
area of the vehicle to cool it 
down. 
As a result of the battery 
degradation, the National Aero­ 
nautics 
and 
Space 
Adminis­ 
tration announced Friday it had 
advance the launch date of the 
Skylab 2 astronauts 14 days, 
from Aug. 8 to July 27.

He 
said he was tired of the talk of 
hate mall. He also said he was 
tired of talking about the 
record held by the immortal 
Babe. 
“As long as I can keep my 
mind clear and play the type of 
baseball I know how to play, 
I’ll hit more than 714 home 
runs,” Aaron said.

Billy Williams, the Cubs left 
fielder, was there too, and he 
called 
Aaron 
“magnificent, 
amazing, and I'm glad we’re 
from the same home town." 
Aaron and Williams are from 
Mobile, Ala. 
Chet Walker of the Chicago 
Bulls spoke of Aaron’s assault 
on Ruth’s record as “the great­ 
est motiva ting factor to blacks 
in the history of sports. What 
he’s after means more to the 
little black youngster now going 
into sports than at any other 
time in history.” 
Aaron, dressed in a gray suit, 
moved through the crowd with 
the same easy motion he dis­ 
plays on a baseball field—con­ 
fident and smooth. He spent 
most of the evening posing for 
photographs with the young­ 
sters who came out to see their 
heroes. 
And when one of his admirers 
would approach him with yet 
another question about his 
home run record or his recent 
problem with hate mail, he 


would smile and answer tha 
the mail incident is behind bin 
now and the record will be brc 
ken in due time, and with , 
little patience and some luck b 
would do it. 
Then he would walk awa; 
and answer the same question 
all over again.
